An explanation of the Lateran, 
Treaty wos given by Rev, Father 
G, Byrne, S. J, at the St, Patrick's 
Chub Inst night, on the océaston of 
tho.xccond anniveranty of — the 
treaty, The lecture was followed 
by «an enjoyable concert to whiclr 
several local artistes: contributed. 

_ Rey, Father Byrne said, in part: 

On the 11th, Februnry, .two 
yeara ago, Romo was loud with the 
pen of bells, from the windows 
Italian and. Papal flags were wave 
ing, intertwined, and the doors of 
the ancestral palace -oT Prince 
Colonna, which had been — closed, 
since 1870, were -onge more thrown 
apen to welcome | Cardinals and 
members of the Black and White 
aristocracy as they were welcome 
in the old days of the Papal Court. 
A trenty had been signed—the 
Lateran Trenty between the Italian 
Government "and the Pope, The 
“Roman Question’ was declared 
definitely setiied. An estrange- 
ment of nearly sixty years duration 
between the Holy See and the 
Italian Government was ended. We 
need nol wonder that Italy has 
chosen this day, the anniversary of 
the signing of the Treaty, to be in 
future the National Holiday. . 

This evening, in St. Patrick's 
club, we are celebrating Uhe ovent 
to honour the — distinguished 
Italians amongst us, Rishop 
Valterta and the Malian Fathers, 
ty whose unselfish efforts in the 
Coleny monuments, more abiding 
wen than those of stene, will be an 

verlnating memory; the official 
representative of his Country, the 
Consul for Jtals, cand the others 
nesoclated ane linked with them, 
Rut our celebretions are not con. 
fined to ene group. The annivers- 
ary is not confined to one nation. 
Theis international, as the figure of 
the Pope is international, or rather, 
l should say. it is supracnationai as 
the ultimate cud ofthe Treaty ts 
supranational, The 24th Article 
of the Tre: clearly expresses this 
thought; The Holy Sevy in rela- 
tibn to Severrignty duc to tt alse 
in the international sphere,  dec- 
laren that it wishes ta remain ere 
traneoux to all temporal: disputea 
between states and to international 
cangresaes held fer auch objects, 
unless the contending partica make 
concordant apptat to ite peaceful 

isstons af Cle same Gite reserving 
rortght te exercise is moral and 
spiritual power” 

Tohave been asked to set before 
vou briefly the meaning of “the 
“Roman Question” and. the nature 
of its solution by the Treaty. In 
doing: so DP shall simply outline same 
historical facts whieh, of — them- 
selves, explain the situation, 

“There is not. and there never 
wason this carth,” wrote the Pro- 
lestant histerinn Marauliiy in 
1340, “a work so well deserving of 
examination as the, Roman Catholic 
Church. Whatever personal judg- 
ment one may form of the Pope and 
of papal claims, it remains that his 
position is unique, “From Mexico 
to Poland, from Chicngo — to 
Voking., im tndin and Along the 
Medit anean, in Germany and 
in Czecho-slovakia, not Jess than in 
the countries commonly — called 
Catholics he claims an allegiance," 
Which is given to him tinquestion- 
ably by untold millions of people 
who have little elec in common then 
the spiritail outlook which — thit 
clajm implies, “hop aver eleven 
centuries the Pope, besid boing 
head of the whole Catholic Chureh, 
was also a secular sovereign.

‘was not yet ripe but in Berthicr’s 
Proclamation was the germ of, the 
“Roman Question.” New Ideus of 
nationalism were fernienting in the 
feaven of Italian politica. Italy was 
drenming-of a united and Indepen- 
dent nationality, She would recap. 
ture the glory of ancient unity. For 
this n single Government, establish. 
ed ia Rome, the heart of her his- 
tory and of her territory, was 
necessary. The Popé should no 
longer reign as a temporal prince. 
In 1870. the army of Victor + Km- 
manuel entered Rome, - ‘They seized 
the city which for centuries had 
been the Pope's. Their quarrel 
waa not with the Pope ss head of 
the Church. Head of the Church 
they wished him to remain, They 
passed the “Law of Guarantees". 
In many things it was a wise law. 
It- safeguarded the person of the 
Sovereign Ponty. It accorded him 
royal honours in all Ltaly, but the 
Pope could, not necept it. Why? 
We may quote in answer, the 
words not’ of a cardinnl nor 
of on theologian, but of a iny- 
man, whose work as correspondent 
for many years to the French news- 
paper, le Temps, enabled him to 
rasp the situation. Mr. Carrera 
Writes: 

“If Pius [X had accepted the 
situation, would he have been — in- 
dependent, and consequently free 
to exercise that apiritual and 
universal power transmitted to him 
vy hin two hundred predecessors? 
Na, he would have ceased to be in- 
dependent in Rome the moment an- 
other royalty was installed on the 
very site where yesterday he was 
hing.

Nat only would intervention react 
against the political integrity of 
China, but it would make no lnst- 
ing contribution to the develop- 
ment of self-reliant government, 
What part, then, can the powers 
play In aiding China to recast the 
fragments of .its old empire Into 
the foundations of a modern state? 

The governmental problem of 
China. reduced to ita simplest 
form, involves the recurrent quos- 
tion of whether civil or military 
authority is to bo supreme in the 
Middle Kingdom. At intervals 
since the revolution of 1911, order 
has ‘deen_established, But the 
country, in one form or another, 
has been controlled by, authority 
which gave no more than Hp acr- 
vice to the Chinese tradition that 
successful government must be 
based on moral strength rather 
than physical force. 

To end the hostilities, of the 
present. civil war is) a) tusk in 
China's own hands, one in whica 
there is much precedent for the 
expectution of compromise. Once 
the “beginnings of peuce” are 
established,. however, an “even 
graver problem is before her— 
that of achieving an economic and 
ocial bnais firm enough to pernut 
uninterrupted national — progress, 
For thia, two foundation stones 
nrenecessary: The first is capital 
for industrial and commercial de- 
velopment.

The interport soccer team has 
been chesen, for better or worse, 
note speak, and no considered 
comment upon the final trial there- 
fore, is valenlated © to serve any 
Useful purpose, ‘The Probable 
team won by four jroals to two, 
but it was ‘an empty vietory, In 
inidfield they were outplayed for 
three-fifths of the game, amd the 
result: would have beens reversed 
had the Navy been served by a 
goalkeeper of Clark's calibre or a 
forward of, say, Funge’s shooting 
ability. 

Bearing ino mind doubts about 
the defence, tlie most serious 
lesson taught by the game concern. 
ed the forwards, who have -a big 
responsibility on Wednesday next. 

As a scoring force they proyed 
themselves well enough, but in 
other pects they were far from 
impressive. “Theil; yzoals, or three 
of them, lacked merit, were, in fret; 
more than p trifle lucky. But coneed- 
ing that the line van get goals if 
given the openings, it was some- 
thing of ane penet to'see how 
easily they we subdued for long 
periods by the Navy half-biaeks. 

Rash, Birras and Ashman made 
apa remarkably efficient line. mas- 
tering the interport attack for the 
better part of the yume. Jt is true 
that the Probable half-backs were 
not maintaining: prood contact, but 
this was not) at all times the ex- 
planatign, 

After al, the scoring of yoals is 
not alwaya the sole criterion of 
merit ina trinl game. For 
instance, the Navy obtained two 
splendid) goals in the second half 
of the mateh and failed entirely in 
the first, Yet it was quite obvious 
that Hedley, Lam Yuk- Ying and 
Yeoman were a far better half-back 
line than Jledley, Hay, and Lan 
Yuk-ving (the ine w hich played in 
the first: half),
